HOPE OF EARLY ACTION 
IS ONCE MORE RAISED 


Pact That Deneen Has Thrown 
His Influence With Those Fa- 
voring Free Structure Encour- 
ages Backers of the Proposition.

SPRINGFIELD, Iil., April 27.~In an ef- 
fort to facilitate the passage of the pro- 
posed measure providing for a free bridge 
over the Mississippi at St. Louis, Senator 
Dunlap today introduced a bill in the IIl- 
nois Senate, similar to the one now pend- 
Ing in the House. 

The action of the Senate, made partly at 
the suggestion of Gov. Deneen, has no other 
object than to hasten action in an effort 
to get the bill through the present ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

Gov. Deneen has asked, ang the attorney- 
general has promised to prepare without 
delay, an opinion as to whether or not 
the bill as drawn can 
provide anything other than a free bridge. 

Many who have dispaired of the passage 
of the proposed measure at this late date, 
because of the lack of time and the small 
probability of its being railroaded through 
the legislature, have again put their shoul- 
ders to the’ wheel in the belief that there 
is yet time for action, now that the gov- 
ernor has become interested in the bill and 
thrown his help to those favoring the free 
bridge. 

Representative W. E. Trautman 
St. Louls has thus far failed to commit 
himself on the bill, saying that he is walt- 
ing to hear ‘from his constituents, but those 
on the inside say that there is no doubt 
about his position and that he will openly 
oppose the free bridge if the bill reaches 
a point where its passage is likely. 
Large delegations representipg the baal- 
ness interests of St. Louis and East St. 
Louis are here, to appeur before the ju- 
dicitary committee of the House in behalf 
of the bill.

Hong Kong Reports That Cable to 
Island Has Been Cut, Supposed- 
ly by Rojestvensky, to Cover Up 
His Movements. 


LONDON GETS REPORT 
‘ OF JAPANESE REVERSE 


Rumor Current in Commercial 
Circles That Combined Russian 
Fleets Have Met and Defeated 
Togo’s Squadron. 


LONDON, April 27.—A report is cur- 
rent in commercial circies here that fol- 
lowing a meeting of the fleets of Ro- 
jeatvensky and Nebogatoff, the combined 
Russian force met and defeated the Jap- 
anese under Tego in a sharp engage- 
ment from which the Japs were forced 
to withdraw after losing several ships. 
The report is unconfirmed, and would 
not be given consideration but for the 
fact that in the past other news has 
originated from the same source, in ad- 
varce of all other reports. 


HONGKONG. China, April 2%—There is 
now very good reason to believe that Ad- 
miral. Rojestvensky and his fleet have’ 


scized a base on Hainan Island. off the 
Chinese coast, and are either awaiting the 


arrival of Admiral Nebogatoff's forces at 
that point. or have already been joined by 
the reinforcements. 

Considerable strength is added to the 
report that Admiral ‘Rojestvensky has 
seized a base, by the fact that the cable 
tc Hainan is out of order today, and the 
officials say that it has been cut. 

The supposition is that the cable has 

been cut by the Kussians In order to con- 
ceal their movements. 
A special dispatch to this city from 
Singapore today says that the squadron 
under Nébigatoff is expected to pass 
threugh the straits of Malacca today, on 
its way to join Rojectvensky. If there is 
ground for this report ® is, of -course, 
bobvious that the reinforcements have not 
yet joffed Rojestvensky at Hainan. 

There is consicerable speculation here as 
to whether or not the Japanese will allow 
the second division of the fleet to round 
the Malay ‘peninsula without giving it 
battle. 

The opinion is general that Togo has al- 
ready dispatched a portion of his fleet 
southward to cut off the slow-moving sec- 
ond division of the fleet.

GLASGOW, April 27.—A man, half-dased, 
his face and head seamed with gaping cuts, 
and his body and imbs covered with bruises 
and wounds, crawled up to the entrance 
to a hotel at Fort William today. 

It was the Rev. Mr. Robinson.,of Edin- 
burgh, a prominent member of the Scottish 
Mountaineering Club, who had left the 
hotel earlier in the day to climb Ben Ne- 
vis. 

Between his departure and his reappear- 
ance he had undergone the terrible expe- 
rienee of rolling a thousand feet down the 
mountain side. 

The day was a most unsuitable one for 
climbing. Snow was falling incessantly, 
and there were frequent etorms of thunder 
and lightning. 

Mr. Robertson nevertheless 
to climb the mountain, and started off 
alone ¢o make the ascent. 

He reached the summit in safety. On 
his return, at the top of a dangerous snow 
slope, he was heiding on with his ice-ax, 
when there came a vivid flash of lightning 
which he thinks struck the metal of his 
ax. 

The shock precipitated him over the edge 
of the slope, and he began to roll. He 
gathered speed every moment, and was 
dashed against the boulders which strew 
the mountain side. 

Mr. Robertson calculates that he must 
have rolled 1000 feet before a rock, dairect- 
ly in his way, stopped him. Then he lay 
unconscious for a period which he cannot 
estimate. 

He must have been stunned almost ¢rom 
the beginning of his fall, for he could re- 
collect nothing that happened between the 
time that he realized that he was slipping 
and his arrival at the hotel. 

His wounds were dressed, and he is now 
making satisfactory progress at the hotel. 

Mr. Robertgon's escape from death is re- 
garded by those who know the spot where 
the accident occurred as little, short of 
miraculous.

Who’ Rode to St. Louis in Pull- | 
man and Slept on Bare Boards at’

Six feet tall, weighing 160 pounds, aged 
2 years, and the heir to riches, it irked 
Clarence Stephens of Pen Argyle, Pa., that 
he had to stay in the Four Courts’ hold- 
over waiting the arrival of Detective Gal- 
lagher of Philadelphia, who departed with 
hime Wednesday night for Pen Argyle, 
where he ic to restore him to his mother 
as a runaway. 

“Say—I wish that Detective Gallagher 
would get here and start me home,”’ were 
his first words when interviewed by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

“This place is awful. I'm in a cell with 
an accessory to a murder, think of that— 
a murderer, and I haven't been able to 
wash my face and hands since yesterday. 
I must be a fright. 

“At: "ney left me was a handkerchief and 
aype’r ol gloves. Wish I'd worn the gloves 
and kept my hands clean, but it’s too late 
new. 

“Yesterday I was traveling in a Pullman. 
Last nig it I stept om bare boards, and I 
must have worn holes in them with my 
shoulcert ‘adeés. 

“I didn’t run away. I just lett. 

“For fou. weeks I have been in Phila- 
delphia and when I didn’t come home for 
Easter, | supe my mother got worried 
and tried to find me—with this result. 

“I tried to get them—the police—to let 
me use the long-distance phone so that I 
could tell] my mother what her inquiry had 
put me into, but they would not let me. She 
would be worried a bit more than she was 
if she knew that I was in a cell with a 
murderer. . 

“IIe'’s not such a bad fellow, that mur- 
derer. I gave tim all my tobacco and 
matches—say, have you a cigarette paper 
—no, I mean some tobacco? 

“Wonder what time that detective who 
is to take me home will get here? Nobody 
ever-longed for a detective to come ana 
get him, did he? Wel. I do, as this jail 
life’’--—-. And he nished the sentence with 
a shrug that went deeper than words. 

“Why did I want to leave Pen Argyle?’ 
He pronounced it as one word with the 
accent of the “‘Ar.”” “What would you do 
if you were taken from Toronto, Canada, 
to England and shown London as a proper 
Dlace to Ilve and then made t» exist in 
a town of 3000 people and several hundred 
slate mines. 

“All the occupation for the young fel- 
lows whose families have means is to run 
away—if they can’t get away otherwise. 
So I just left.

“I have never worked—you can see from

NEW YORK, April 27.—Again the cur- 
tain has been rung up on the Belasco-syn- 
dicate play. The present act is one of mon- 
ey and contracts and bookkeeping, but it 
is intensely interesting, as it shows that 
Mr. Erianger muy have been more or less 
justified when he said $20,000 would scarce- 
ly keep him in chewing gum.

Miss Norman, who is 3) years old, is an 
orphan, and came to 6t. Louis three years 
ago from her home, Kenwood, La. near 
New Orleans. In Kenwood she has a 
brother, John Norman, a druggist. Two 
sisters are professional nurses in New Or- 
leans. One of these, Miss Lena Norman, is 
exajected to reach St. Louls Thursday 
evening. 

Miss Norman is a dressmaker. Since 
September she has been employed by Mrs. 
Rose Keener of 3914 South Broadway, mak- 
ing her home there. For four weeks she 
has been ill and, at times, delirious. For 
much of that time she has been a sufferer 
from insomaie, and was under the oare of 
a physician. Saturday she went out for a 
walk. When she returned she told Mrs. 
Keener; “I stopped before four drug 
stores, intending to go in and get morphine 
to make me‘sicep; but each time | 
thought, ‘how foolish it is for people to 
commit suicide,’ and turned away."’ 

Sunday Miss Norman could not leave her 
room. Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
mornings she went downstairs and tried 
to work, but Mrs. Keener compelled her 
to return to her room.

NEW YORK, April 27.—Futile efforts 
have been made within the last 24 hours 
by tie Frick-Harriman investigating com- 
mittee, composed of Equitable Life direc- 
tors, to induce President James W. Alex- 
ander to agree to retire from the society 
at the time James H. Hyde gives up all 
activity in the management of the gociety. 

Mr. Hyde, M was represented, agreed 
efter much pressure had been put on him 
by the committee, to get out of the com- 
pany provided Mr. Alexander would re- 
tire. With this pledge, it is stated that 
a member of the committee went to 
President Alexander and told him he 
should take advantage of this offer and 
restore peace, 

The committeeman told Mr. Alexander 
that as president of the society he was 
responsible tor all the wrongful acts of 
subordinate officers, and that he would be 
held to that responsibility no matter how 
clean and upright his individual acts as an 
ofricer might be. 

Mr. Aijexander is reported to have re- 
plied substantially as follows ‘No pretext 
of this kind wnall induce me to retire. You 
forget that 1° inaugurated this reform 
movement within the Equitable, ahd I in- 
end to prosecute it to its rightful end. 

“Your committee has imposed silence 
upon me while it is at work. I shall re- 
Spect that wish, but you must’ understand 
that if your report does not adequately re- 
veal the true condition of affairs, I shall 
supplement it by disclosing the facts in 


+my possession.”’ 


Combination Seeks Control. 

The real putpose behind the request to 
Mr. Alexander is said to be a Hyde-Har- 
riman-Frick-Schif?-Gculd combination to 
set rid of President Alexander so that 
they can get control of the $113,000,000 of 
Equitable funds. With Mr. Alexander out 
of the way, the presence oF absence of 
Mr. Hyde would, it is said, be an unim- 
bortant factor with the MHarriman-Frick 
combination. 

Charges of fraud, deceit and conspiracy 
are made against James Hazen Hyde and 
his multimillionaire friends who composed 
the “James Hi Hyde and Associates” syn- 
dieate, by D. Leroy Dresser, brother-in-law 
of George W. Vanderbilt, in a suit against 
Mr. Hyde, his syndicate associates and a 
number of others for the recovery of $2,- 
000,000, which Mr. Dresser lost in the Ship- 
building company bubble. 

Dresser does not know the names of the 
associates of Mr. Iiyde in the underwriting 
svdicate and refers to them as “John Doe 
and Richard Roe,’’ terms usually applied to 
prisoners in the criminal courts.

Bullet-Pierced, This Man 
Talks More Than Ever 


Speech 
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City Hospital Patient, Who Doctors Said Would Be Dumb and Im- 
becile From Self-Inflicted Wound, Adds English, to Five Other 


Tongues and Shows Brighter 


To be alive with a 32-caliber bullet, 
weighing one-fifth of an ounce, im- 
bedded in his brain is the strange case of 
Charles Martinek, which is being studied 
by physicians at the City Hospital. 

Martinek attempted to suicide March 14 
by shooting himself in the right temple. The 
billet entered his brain and is now lodged 
against the back of the skull, a little lower 
down than its point of entrance. 

Martinek has apparently suffered no in- 
convenience, although the brain area 
through which the bullet passed has been 
greatly injured, and part of the- brain, 
which protruded through the opening mede 
by the bullet, has been removed. 

In its passage, the bullet cut through the 
nerve centers controlling the tongue and 
rnuscles of the throat. It also passad 
through those controlling the larynx, 
where the organs of speech are located, and 
its entrance evidently shattered that part 
of the brain which gives the ability to 
read and understand printed or written 
characters. 

By every rule in the works on anatomy, 
according to the doctors, Martinek should 
now be dead or at Icast an imbecile. He 
should be lying on a cot unable to feed 
hiraself or to swallow even liquid sub- 
stances. To chew solid food ought to he 
impossible for him. The power of specch 
also should be lacking owing tothe paral- 
ysis of the larynx, where the vocal cords 


are located. 
But none of those dreadful things has 


happened. 
Martinek walks about the surgical ward 
he ever was except for the

wound im his skull, which has not 
healed. He suffers no pain except when 
the wound is dressed every third day. 


Lively and Talkative. 

He is one of the liveliest and most talk- 
ative patients In the institution. He can 
speak five languages—German, Polish, Bo- 
hemian, Hungarian and Lithunian. He 
has even begun to learn English from 
one of the other convalescent patients, and 
will quit the how#pital in a few days with 
more knowledge then when he entered 
with the bullet wound in his head. 

When the physicians first examined him 
and found that such an enoromus area of 
brain substance had .becn passed through 
by the bullet, Martinek’s death was freely 
prophesied. 

As he was not unconscious, an Xray 
photograph was made and the bullet was 
found lying against the back of the skull. 
The path of the missile was traced on a 
chart and a report of the case made ready 
for the coroner. 

Chart and record will now b: ured to 
illustrate a ectentifie report of this ex- 
traordinary case. 

While Martinck’s case is one of the 
rarest of recent years, it le not altogether 
unprecedented. Fifty years have passed 
since the first case of an injury to the 
brain was reported in medical annals. 
Previous to that time, any injury that 
caused a lesion of brain substance had 
been followed by death. 

Then all precedents were cast aside by 
the case of a mine worker. A premature 
biast shot a crowbar with which he was 
tamping a drill hole through his head. Half 
of his brain was destroyed and he was

His reason for attempting suicide, he 
said, was that he was lonesome and wanted 
to go back to Bohemia where hls five lan- 
guages would be of some use to him. 

Since the day the X-ray disclosed the 
bullet in his skull, he has been closely 
watched hv hospital physicians. who cx- 
pected some lessening of his mental pow- 
ers through his Injury. 

According to one physictan, the man Is 
in better shape Intellectually than he was 
before his injury. He is now bright 
and almost mercurial in disposition, 
whereas before his injury he was often 
morose.

was accidentally picked up by one of the bookkeepers! It is re- 
ported that the robberies were accomplished with the aid of 
the assistant cashier and two clerks. While these men were 
deliberately, for a considerable time, stealing the bank’s funds 
and falsifying the records, what were the other officers doing? 
Were they wooden men? Were they asleep? Did they never 
really dip into the bank’s business to find if the statement of 
the funds deposited in other banks was correct? 

Really, the looting of a bank by one of its officers seems to be 
the simplest, easiest thing in the world. The trick played by 
President Bigelow has been played by ‘other bank officers, with 
distinguished success. The bank at St. Charles was robbed 
in the same manner. ‘The robberies were not discovered until 
the cashier happened to be away for a day. It appears that the 
officers of many banks whose business it is to see that the 
bank’s business is properly conducted and its funds protected, 
take it for granted that every officer entrusted with the funds 
or with part of the business is honest and conscientious. 

Presumably every bank has a system of checks and balances 
which is supposed to prevent defalcation or shortage on the 
part of officers.

‘worthless duke’ he had in mind. Besides, 
is any duke who can marry an American 
heifess worthless at least to his creditors? 
Mr. Carnegie’s Gemocraty may have been 
more triumphant than just.’’

Smith, Brown or Jones? 


Smith, Brown or Jones—which of these 
ancient and honorable families is strongest 
in St. Louis?

HOW ROCKEFELLER 
SHUT POSTOFFICE 


His Game Preserve in Adiror-| 
dacks Held of More Import- 
ance Than Mail. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—There has just 
been discovered in a pigeon-hole in the 
postoffice department a petition signed by 
residents of the little town of Brandon, N. 
Y., protesting against the summary closing 
of their postoffice and praying for its re- 
establishment. This discovery has brought 
to light the fact that the government of 
the. United States, at the request of one 
man, who apparently was actuated by a 
spirit of vindictiveness, summarily took 
away the postal facilities of a community. 

The man who made the request was Wil- 
liam Rockefeller. 

The fact that the posthffice has since 
been restored may not avert trouble which 
is brewing, and to choke off which strenu- 
ous efforts are being made. 

Brandon is in the heart of that portion 
of the Adirondacks toward which multi- 
millionaires hnve been caeting envious eyes 
for many years. It was a flourishing com- 
munity some time ago, with stores, two 
ohurches and a good population. Contigu- 
ous to Brandon is some of the finest of the 
Adirondack country. It was this splendid 
tract that William Rockefeller started buy- 
ing years ago in the extension of his 
Adirondack preserve. 

Mr. Rockefeller started in to secure Bran- 
don, never imagining that there would be 
the slightest difficulty. But Brandon did 
not want to be wiped off the map. Grad- 
ually, however, Mr. Rockefeller began .to 
make inroads. At the time Mr. Rockefel- 
ler had been buying all around Brandon. 
until it was impossible to get out of the 
village without driving over a Rockefeller 
road or through Rockefeller property. 

One morning last June there was no 
mail delivery in Rrandon. The place had a 
four*h class postoffice, but it suddenly 
closed. ‘ 

“Anything that comes here to Brandon.”’ 
said the railroad people, “will go to Bay 
Pond.” 

Bay Pond is a couple of houses in the 


heart of the Rockefeller tract. If Mr. 
Rockefeller so chose not a person living in 
Brandon could even drive to Bay Pond.

TREASURY DEFICIT 
CAUSE OF WORRY 


Secretary Shaw’s Balance Now 
$23,000,000 Short—Reve- 
nues Are Not Sufficient. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The rapidly 
incrensing treasury deficit is worrying 
Secretary Shaw. Today he called in Joseph 
8. McCoy, actuary of the department, 
who after a little figuring showed that the 
defiex is now about $23,000,000. The secre- 
tary's estimate a year and a half ago was 
that the defielt at the end of the fiscal 
year would be $18,000,000. 

One year ago there was a surplus of 
$3,000,900, and June 30, 194, it was about 
$13. 000,000. 

The deficit for next year is already esti- 
mated at between $35,000.00 and $0.00, 000. 

The heavy deficit this year cannot be 
charged to extraordinary expenses. The 
only expenditures ovutelde the usual rur 
have been on accoum of the Panama 
canal, and they aggregated less than 
$5,000,000. The deficit is due solely to the 
fact that the revenues are not suffictent 
to meet the ordinary expenditures.

GEAMANY LIKELY 


Foreign. Dispatches Say That 
Kaiser Will Break Commerce 
Treaty With United States. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—It is admitted 
by officers of the state department that 
a serious condition of affairs exists with 
respect to trade relations between the 
United States and Germany, but they are 
loath to belleve a dispatch from Berlin 


saying that Germany has decided to de- 
mnounce the trade treaty made between the 
two governmems July 10, 1900. According 
to the dispatch Germany has decided to 
terminate it Marah 1 of next year.

WASHINGTON, April ».—Probably no 
other young woman so conspicuous in pub- 
lic life ever took such a trip as that which 
Miss Alice Roosevelt will make this sum- 
mer. Certainly no other American young 
woman ever had such honors showered 
upon her as will be accorded the Presi- 
dent's daughter when she visits the Philip- 
| Dine Islands and touches, both going and 

returning, at ports in China and Japan. 

Last summer when Miss Roosevelt vis- 
ited the St. Louls Exposition she accepted 
the hospitality of the Moros and the Igor- 
rottes, who were the chief attraction at 
the Philippine exhibit. The little brown men 
made much ado over the President's daugh- 
ter, and conferred Upon her the rank and 
dignity of a datta. In response to urgent 
and oft-repeated invitations, Miss Roose- 
velt promised the Filipinos that at no 
distant day she would visit them in their 
Native villages. 

Those who heard the promise attached no 
importance to it, but even then, though the 
public had not been taken into the confi- 
dence of the President's family, plans were 
under wey for the tour to the archipelago. 

Primarily Miss Roosevelt is going on the 
long journey to please her father, who in- 
tends making the trip himself when his 
tenure of office ends. It is not to be sup- 
posed, however, that the opportunity for 
such a journey under such flattering cir- 
cumstances is unwelccme to her. Already 
she has traveled extensively for a young 
woman of her years. She has visited Cuba 
and Porto Rico, and has journeyed to near- 
ly every part of the United States proper, 
from the rocky, barren height of Mount 
Desert to the sunny resorts of the gulf 
coast and southern California. 

Knowing the President's deep interest in 
all things pertaining to their welfare, the 
islanders are preparing to give his daughter 
and the distinguished official party ,which 
| will accompany the Secretary of War a 
series of flestas and receptions such as 
have not been seen since the Spanish flag 
was houled down at Manila, and Castillan 
rule ‘in the islands ended. 


Fifty in the Party. 


The party, to consist of nearly fifty per- 
sons, will sail from San Francises on the 
Pacific Mail liner Manchooria on July 1. 
Miss Roosevelt will leave -Washington 
about the middle of June, and will spend 
ten days on the Pacific coast, viewing the 
sights and accepting the hospitality of 
friends. She will there be the guest of 
Mre. Metcalf, wife of the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor. As Mrs. Taft, for a 
multitude of reasons, cannot take this long 
journey Miss Roosevelt's special companion 
wilt be Miss Mabel T. Broadman, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. William J. Broadman of 
Washington. Miss Amy McMillin, daugh- 
ter of the late Senator from Michigan, 
also will be one of her companions. Mrs. 
Dubois, wife of the Idaho senator, is the 
official chaperon of the President's daugh- 
ter. and, with Miss Broadman and Miss 
McMillin, will participate in all the enter- 
tainments planned in her honor. 

Several other women well known tn the 
official and social world will be in the party. 
Among these are Mrs. Stone, wife of the 
Miesourt senator; Mrs. Sereno Payne of 
New York; Mrs. De Armond of Missouri 
and Mre. Clark, her daughter; Mrs. Wads- 
worth of Boston, wife of Maj. Austin 
Wadaworth of the ammy; Mrs. Hepburn of 
lowe, Mrs. Hill of Connecticut, Mrs. Smith 
of lIlMnois and Mrs. Jones of Virginia, 
nearly all of whom are the wives of rep- 
reeentatives in Congress. These ladies, 
like Miss Rooseve)t, are going for the 
pleasure of foreign travel. They must pay 
all their own expenses. Miss Roosevelt's 
trip is one of the many gifts of her father 

to celebrate her twenty-first birthday, He 
pede her her choice between visiting’ ‘the 
family of Whitelaw Reid in London and 
going to the Philippines. He was more 
than gratified when she elected to visit the 
eastern islands. 

Secretary of War Taft, former Secretary 
Root and tthe officials necompanying them, 
go at the invitation and expense of the 
Philippine government. The two parties 
will be kept entirely distinct, so far as 
the honors intended solely for Miss Roose- 
vyelt are concerned. Those who will go 
with Secretary Taft are Senators. Daniel 
of Virgina, Dubois of Idaho, Foster of 
Louigiana, Long of Kansas, Newlands of 
Nevada, Patterson of Colorado, Scott of 
West Virginia, Stone of Missouri, Warren 
of Idaho end Representatives Cockran of 
York, Cooper of Wisconsin, Crum- 
r of Indiana, Curtis of Kansas, De 

Missouri, Foss of Illinois. Gil- 
rosvenor of Ohjo,

LOSS 10 BARBERS 


President Frazee of J ourneymen’s 
Union Says Receipts and Pay 
Are Not Redueed. 


president of the Journey- 
men’s Barbers’ Union and secretary of the 
state board of examiners, in an interview 
Thursday said the receipts of shops and 
the pay of barbers was not reduced by Sun- 
day closing. Not all of the barbers inter- 
viewed agree with Mr. Frazee's views, but 
a jarge majority do. 

“The sentiment against keeping the bar- 
ber shops open on Sunday is almost over- 
whelming,”” said Mr. Frazee to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ““‘What was probably the 
largest gathering of barbers ever held in 
St. Louis was that at Lightstone Hall when 
more than eight hundred barbers, both 
journeymen and boss barbers, were pres- 


ent. 

“The Sunday cosing of barber shops 
was the principal question discussed, and 
I. as chairman of the meeting, put the 
question plainly as to whether they fa- 
vored the closing of the shops. The vote 
was unanimous in favor of closing them. 
There were union and nonunion barbers 
present at that meeting and it was a 
rgaresentative gathering of the-~craft. 

“There are between 800 and 90 shops in 
St. Louis and neariy 2000 barbers. I find 
that the receipts of my own shop were 
larger since the Sunday closing went into 
effect than before... The patronage that we 
lose on Sunday is more than made up be- 
cause of the increased business on Satur- 
day and Monday, 

“I think that the volume of business 

alll be just about the same whether we 
ie ep open on Sunday or not. The aver- 
age man gets shaved a given number of 
times a week. Heretofore he has made 

y one of his shaving days. Here- 
he will make either Saturday or 

Mond: iy his day for shaving. 

“Now there are shops that will lose by 
this Sunday closing. The one-chair shops 
in South St. Louis will be the worst suf- 
ferers. But these barbers who are con- 
tent to work in a small shop of their own 
could make more money if they would 
take a chair in a larger shop. 

“The great advantage of the Sunday 
clesing from the barber’s standpoint is 
that he gets his Sunday to himself, Here- 
tofore he has had half a day during the 
week. Now that is abolished and he gets 
all of Sunday
